There is a considerable reduction in the total estimate of city ex- 
penditure for the year, which was given out by Commissioner Yorath 
on Friday morning, as compared with last year. 

The total for this year is $2,441,879. as compared with $3.110,994 
Jast year. There will be no discount allowed on tax payments this 
year, and in consequence a substantial amount is cut out of the 
estimates, totalling $235,000. 

This does not entirely make up for the decrease of $669,115 which 
fis shown in the estimates, and it will be noticed that there is a 
cut of something near $2,000 in the general expenditure and also a 
decrease in the debenture charges.

Coffee ie often adulterated with 
roasted chicory, acorny and pars- 
nip roots. Coffee that has been 
roasted and ground a long time bee 
fore it is used has lom fiavor. A test 
for good coffee is that it does not 
tink in cold water, while chicory 
does. If you like chicory in your 
coffee, and many people do, you 
would probably rather know about 
it, and pay for it as partly chicory. 

You can be sure of the purity, but 
not of the freshnes& of your cofce 
by buying the beans roasted and 
grinding them yourself. Many gro- 
era have coffee mill and are willing 
to grind coffee to suit a customer, 
fine for filtered or percolated cof- 
+4 medium or coarse for boiled cof- 
ee. 

To grind coffee fine at home it te 
necessary to heve a email coffee m!!!, 
but @ meat chopper can be used to 
grind it coarsely. <A cloth or paper 
bag should be tied over the nose of 
the chopper to keep the coffee from 
flying about, 

You can be sure of both the purity 
@nd freshness of your coffee by buy- 
ing the green beans and roasting as 


well grinding them at home. It

Considering the area of the Mac- | 
kenzie basin and the fact that it is; 
forested almost throughout, the quan- 
tity of merchantable timber is rela-| 
tively small and is confined entirely to 
the valleys of the streams. A great 
dea] of valuable forest has been des 
troyed in past years, both through the 
carelessness of travellers with regard 
to camp fires and also deliberate start- 
ing of fires by the Indians to im- 
prove their hunting grounds, as the 
srazing animals feed on the prairie, 
openings made by the fires. These for- | 
est fires are naturally more common 
along the waterways where the best 
timber grows. 

Through the efforts of the Forestry 
branch thig waste by fire is by no 
means as great as it was a few years 
ago, but it is nevertheless a very de- 
Plorable loss since in that northern 
region thre growth jis slow and refor-| 
estation takes much longer in the 
more goutherly regions. 

The banka of the Clearwater river 
are timbered with spruce, tamarack, 
white poplar and birch of a suitable 
size for milling. Portable mills are lo- 
cated at McMurray, the logs for which| 
are floated down the Clearwater. In 
the valley of the Athabasca below 
McMurray, tho forests are similar tu 
those along the C.earwater but the 

trees are larger, Spruce have been 
found over 100 feet high and eleven 
feet in circumference at the bottom, 
but patches denuded by the forest 
fires are frequent. 

Trees fit for saw logs grow along 
the Chenal des Quatre Fourches; they 
are cut during the winter, hauled to} 
the river by dog teams, and towed by| 
tug in summer to the sawmill at) 
Chipewyan. The only valuable tim- | 
ber along Slave river is that which| 
grows in the delta where 
the river empties into Great 6lave 
lake The spruce here attain a dia- 
meter of eighteen inches and make ex- 
cellent timber. Good timber grows 
along the banks of all the stream4, 
but a short distance back from the 
water it is small and only fit for fire- 
wood, When the steamer “Mackenzie 
River’ was built at Fort Smith 1 
1887, all the timber used in its con- 
struction was found in the surround- 
ing forest, but at the present time 
there is very little of merchantable 
value. Along Salt river, west of th: 
Slave below Fort Smith spruce up 
to twenty-six inches in diameter and 
poplar to twenty inches are common.. 

Great Slave lies wholly within the 
forested region thouxh some of its 
eastern affluentsa drain large ageas of 
treeless country. The southwest shore 
fg well wooded as a result of better 
soil conditions but the northern and 
eastern shores are bare and rocky so 
that there is practically no treo 
growth except in some rocky depress- 
ion filled with boulder clay These de- 
pressions are more common towards 
the west. The area directly east of the 
lake is what is known as the “Bar- 
ren lands” district, and it contains no| 
tree growth large enough even for 
firewood. This is the only unforested 
part of the Mackenzie basin. 

At the easterly end of McLeod bay 
on Great Slave lake two points run 
out fom the north and south shores 
leaving @ gap about a mile wide, 
through which the waters flow 50 
swiftly and deep that it never freezes 
Behind these two headlands lies 
Chariton harbor. The northerly point, 
called Fairchild, ia well wooded with | 
spruce measuring "1p to twelve inches; 
in diameter, and js the best source of} 
timber in that locality, This point 1» 
about ten miles long and near the 
wenland is not over 700 yards wide.

Gathering “Honey-Water"’ 

“The most picturesque thing about 
pulque is the method of its gathering. 
if undisturbed, a maguey plant would 
develop a stalk from three to five 
times as tall as a man, and thousands 
of yellow flowers jwould bloom on 
this atalk, When the flowers are about 
to sprout, this stalk is cut off short, 
the heart of the plant is hollowed 
out, and into the receptack thus 
formed flows the sap to the plant, 
This sap tho natives call aguamiel 
honey-water. 

“Along .comes the harvester, recog- 
nizos a Plant which is ready for him 
by the fact that the heart has been 
atuck on One of the sharp spines of 
the cactus, and proceeds to empty the 
‘honey-water’ into a pigskin bag. He 
does this with an instrument that 
looks “like a gourd, and operates on 
the principle of a pipette. One end he 
places in his mouth, the other in the 
heart of the maguey, and after suck- 
img the liquid inte the gourd, etops up 
the mouth with his finger and allows 
the sap to flow into the bag. 

“Fermentation of the pulque ia 
hastened by the fntroduction into the 
fresh liquid of ‘mother-pulque’ which 
has ‘been kept for 19 days or two 
weeks, One's attitude toward the 
finished product is akin to that to- 
ward the olive—only much more 60, 
The disinterested partaker's reaction 
lg almost invariably the same — that 
pulque tastes Ike sour milk and 
smells like fetid eggs. According to 
the Mexican song, however: 

‘Know you not that pulque 

Is a liquor divine, 
And that angels in Heaven 
Prefer it to wine?’ 

“This beverage ig drunk so gerier- 
ally by tho lower classes, Jeast able 
to restrain their appetites, that it has 
become an economic problem of great 
magnituds in Mexico because of the 
immediate enforced idleness it causes,

An Increase of 14,051 cows tested In 
1921 over 1920 in Canada, without in- 
cluding Saskatchewan, where the pro- 
vineial dairy branch took over the 
testing last year, and as yet the fig- 
ures are not available, indicates the 
increased interest being shown in a 
better cow campaign.” Figures up to 
October 31, 1921, show that 6,130 
herds were tested, which includes 27,- 
436 cows as compared with 1920, when 
8,847 herds were tested and 38,382 
cows, Quebec is away jn the lead 
with 3,472 herag and $2,517 cows; On- 
tai1o comes second with 748 herds and 
9,043 cows; Nova Scotia, 387 herds 
and 1,083 cows; Prince Edward Island, 
198 herds and 1,138 cows; Manitoba 
167 herds and 989 cows; New Bruns- 
wick, 111 herds and 792 cows, and 


The few berds tested in Brit- 
ish Columbia are in districts where 
there are no organized cow testing 
associations. Under the provincial 
department of agriculture there are 
six co-operative associations at work, 
with an average of 25 herds and abowt 
400 cows in each aasociation. Were 
the figures availeble, the result would 
show a tremendous amount of work 
done within the last year in this 
province, 

With the increased interest in dairy 
ing in Alberta, during the past year, 
it {s encouraging to know that so 
many farmers are anxlove-to find out 
which cows are making © profit for 
them, and which are only marking 
time. The same amount of feed and 
work is expended on the cow that 
does not pay as the one which does, 
and it should be the desire of every 
farmer with cows to weed out the ones 
which are demanding so much of him 
and giving little, if any return. 

A. G. Moore, who ts located at E4a- 
montom, and who has charge of this 
cow testing department in Alberta, 
has been working to a great extent In 
the Edmotiton§ district, although a 
considerable amount of work has 
been done around Calgary in the 
Springbank district. A number of 
associatione have been formed in dif- 
ferent parts of the province, and if 
some. man is qualified within the 
group to act as tester, his services are 
secured; if not, the department fur-

The average weight of the cockerele 
at the beginning of ¢he experiment 
was 3.756 pounds while at the end of 
the experiment the average was 4.78, 
an increase of 1.08 pounds. The av- 
erage cost Waa 18.7¢ per pound while 
the selling price was Sle per pound 
leaving @ gross profit of 49c. The coat 
of feed was 6.40 per bird which leaves 
a net profit of 42.6c, 

Weekly welghings showed that the 
greatest gain was during the first two 
periods. The birds of the light breeds 
invariably made unsatisfactory gaina 
aa did crippled birds. A few birds 
ha crooked breast bones and did not 
do well, 

The exporiment indicates that {t ts 
profitable business to finish birds be- 
fore putting them on the market. A 
pound of gain is worth, roughly, three 
to four times what it would cost te 
produce it, 

In working out the cost of tho feed 
the following values were put on the 
various materials: Oats, 30c per buah- 
el; wheat Tbe per bushel; barley 356 
per bushel, and buttermilk 380c per 
ewt. 

The question is often asked: “Does 
it pay to bleed birds for market?" This 
is asked in view of the fact that there 
{s a resultant loss in weight. The aver- 
age loss in weight of blood and fea- 
thers of 10 birds was 7.6 oz4. The av- 
erage welght of feathers was 3.5 o7 
This leaves the average welght of 
blood as 4 oz, 

Stuck birds grade No. 1 while birds 
with dislocated necks grade No. 2, The
